Instruotioks foe Eobotion of Member of the Aovksorv Council for Delhi. 

The following instructions explain llie procedure which should be followed in 
the holding of elections to fill tho vacancy of an • dected member of tho Advisory 
Uouncil vice Khan Bahadur Habib-ur-Refiman. 

1. Mr. S. L, Ahuja, Additional District Magistrate, Delhi, shall bo tho Return- 
Jug Officer. 

2. Any jierson shall be eligible for election provided— 

(rt) that hci is a resident of Delhi and is duly nominated by a membei' of one 
of the loeal bodies mentioned in tho Amiexed Schedule I and seconded 
by another membei’ of the said local bodies; and 
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(h) tTat tho niminition is accamiinioi by a declaration by the ce^niidat© 
that he is willing to serve as a member of the Advisory Counoil. 

3. Only elected members of the local bodies specified in the vSchedule are eligible 
I for voting, or for nominating or seconding candidates. 

4. All nominations shall be submitted by the proposer, seconder or candidate 

in person or by Registered po.st so as to roach tho Returning Officer before 11 a. m. 
on 23rd August, 1948, in the form appended to these instructions. ; 

5. . The Returning Officer shall scrutinise the nominations on 24th August 
1948, cominnicing at 11 a.m. in his court and shall rejeet all nomhiations that are 
not in acoordinee with paragraphs 2 and 3 of these instractions. Caniidee*s may 
be present. 

6. It shall he open to any candidate to withdraw his candidature by intimation 
in writing to the Returning Officer not later than 11 a.m. on 26th August, 1948 

7. On 6th September, 1948, such members of the local bodies inention^^in the 

Schedule as are entitled and willing to vote i see paragraph 3 .■’bovu =]j^al! b?'N;r\m 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. appear befor.- the Returning %ri. 

and on such identification as he consider.s sadsfaetory, shall ; <i

8. The Returning Officer, will at the conclusion o;' polling. il 

and send it to the Chief Commissioner who shall imnie lia'.ely i r.ii' iiinni^PWT' M’c- 
retary to the Government of India in the Home Depa. t nent. Bvllot papers will 
then be examined and counted and the name of elected candidate will be communi- 
cated to the Chief Commissioner who shall cause the nam° of the oiulidate declared 
elected to be published in the Gazette of India. 

9. If a member of the Advisory Council absents hiniself wiGioui sufficient 
cause from three consecutive sessions of the Council the Clii f Commissioner 
maj^ declare the Member’, s seat vacant. 

10. A member of the Advisory Council may resign his offic ■ by .submitting 
Ms resignation to the Chief Commissione.- and, on the acoeptan ' i ,di the resignation, 
the seat of the Member concerned shall he declare-i vacant. 

11. (0 IVhen a vacancy occurs in virtue of Rules 9 and 10 above, in the office 
of an elected Member of the Council, the Chief Commissioner shall noti fy the vacancy 
and call upon the constituency to elect a per.son for the purpose of filling the vacamey 
in the manner prescribed intheHome Department Notification No. 24/12 46 Public, 
dated the 8th Pebruaiy, 1947. 

(ii) M’hen such a. vacancy occurs in the office of a nominated iMember of the 
Council, the seat shall be filled byi nomination byr the Government of India in the 
manner prescribed in the Home Department Notification No. 24/12/46-Public, dated 
the 8th February, 1947. 

12. No member of the Council shall take his seat in the Council or any Com- 
mittee thereof until he has signed his name in the register kept for the purpose af 
meeting of the Council, or if the Council is not in session, in the presence oi 
President. 

13. No election shall be called in question except by an election petition pre- 
ented in the manner that may be prescribed by the Chief Commissioner.
